A 
flock of sheep was scattered by a section 
of the crowd, who soon afterwards dis- 
persed.

HOSPITAL TAX. 


The Governors of the Rotunda Hospital levy 
8 tax on the occupiers of the houses on the 
east, north and west sides of Rutland square, 
for the purpose of lighting those sides of the 
square and for keeping the railings of the 
enclosure in repair—the balance being applied 
towards the maintenance of the hesbitel The 
tax is a charge on each house in the square 
of 1s. 9d. per foot of the frontage thereof, 
with a fixed annual payment by the residents 
for each light or lamp in front of their 
houses.

N amendment to the Standing Orders of 
Ay: the Dail recéntly made by the Com- 
mittee on Procedure and Privileges 

will come into operation for the first time 
when Dr. Rowlette, the newly-elected Si 
íor Dublin University, takes his seat. 1 
amendment was officially issued on Saturday 
as a report from the Committee on Procedure. 
Under the original Standing Orders a newly- 
elected deputy before becoming an efficient 
member of the House, and entitled to draw 
the allowances prescribed for members, was 
obliged to attend at an appointed place for 
the Easa of complying with the provision 
of Article 17 of the Constitution—that is, to 
take the Oath of Allegiance. Recest legisla- 
tion removed the Oath, which is now ho 
longer in the Constitution, and consequently 


-is held not to be obligatory. 


The new Standing Order substitutes for the 
previous one the following stipulation :— 
, “ There shall be a roll of members 

of Dail Eireann, which shall be 
signed by every deputy, before taking 
his “seat, in the presence of the 
Clark.” 

The only procedure which new members 
will have te observe in future will be to sign 
this roll. Dr. Rowlette will be the first deputy 
to come in under the new Standing Order. 


THE TREATY. 


With regard to the omission of the Oath, it 
is recalled that the following Article of the 
Treaty of 1921 still remains in existence :— 

““4. The oath to ke taken by members of the 


Parliament of the Irish Free State shall be - | 


in the following form :— 


I, ——, do solemnly swear true faith 


and allegian-e to the Constitution of the 
Irish Free State as by law established, 
end that I will be faithful to His Majesty 
King George V., to his heirs and -sue- 
cessors by law, in virtue of the common 
citizenship of Ireland with Great Britain, 
and her adherence to, and membership of, 
the group of nations formirg the British 
Commonwealth of Nations.’ ”’ 

During the debates in the Dail on the Oath 
Bill, early in 1932, President de Valera ex- 
plained the views of the Free State Govern- 
ment on the subject, holding that the oath is 
not mandatory in the Treaty, and that the 
Government has a perfect right to modify the 
Constitution. On March 23rd, 1932, Mr. J. 
H. Thomas, British Minister for Dominion 
Affairs, in a despatch to the Free State 
Government, explained the British view as 
follows :— 

““In the opinion of His Majesty’s 
Government in the United Kingdom, 
it is manifest that the oath is an in- 
tegral part of the Treaty made ten 
years ago between the two countries, 
and hitherto honourably observed on 
both sides. They wish to make their 
standpoint on this question clear to 
His Majesty’s Government in the 
Trish Free State beyond a possibility 
of doubt.”

Mr. Clery moved a resolution that no 
delegate be sent to the Area Conference next 
year owing to the attitude shown to the 
claims for clothing allowances by limbless ex- 
Service men. He said that in 1930 a resolu- 
tion on this subject went before the Area 
Conference,. and subsequently before. the 
House of Commons, and was turned down 
there. He held that headquarters in Dublin, 
no matter what might be said fer them, were 
losing touch with the disabled and limbless 
ex-Service men all over the country. 

A branch of ex-Service men had been 
formed in Dublin. under the title of ‘‘ For- 
wards,” and they. disapproved the action of 
headquarters in this matter, 

Hundreds of men were limbless, and some 
of them had no pensions, or only small, 
miserable pensions and no work in most 
cases. In England they had Karl Haig 
works—homes for such men—and in the 
Dominions an allowance of £5 per year was 
granted for clothing. Disabled ex-Service 
men in this country had been ignorea and 
turned into paupers. They were promised 
houses and employment when they joined in 
1914, but when they returned. home dis- 
abled they were told they could live on 
charity.

REV. DR. HANNA’S 
EXPERIENCE. 


From (ug CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Sunday. 

The Very Rev. Dr. R, K. Hanna, M.A., 
D.D., of Dublin, gave an address in the 
Assembly Hall, Belfast, to-day, in connec- 
tion with the annual Home Mission services. 

Speaking on the Church in the South and 
West, Dr. Hanna said it was utter nonsense 
to speak about two races in Ireland—the 
Anglo-Saxon in the North and the Gaelic in 
the South. There was, perhaps, no other 
country in the world where there was so 
much mingling of races as in Ireland. The 
people in the South and West were one with 
the people of the North. They cherished the 
same ideals and worshipped in the same 
Church. Their people were the Presbyterian 
people. '' 
ow did their peopla in the South and 
West fare? he asked. ‘Lhe answer was: Ver 
much better than many of them in the North 
believed. As everyone Iknew, they were living 
in days-of change. . The changes wh.ch ha 
been effected: however, were in the economic, 
social, political and religious life of the 
country. 

Mauy of their people lad gone. That was 
the tragedy of it. There were few coming 
to take the.r placer. He was persuaded that 
many of the changes which had occurred in 
Ireland were inevitable, no matter what 
system of Goverament nught result. It 
was onlv fair to say that life was 
exceedingly plessait in~ Southern  ÍIre- 
land. There was nothing approaching 
religious persecution. and very little dis- 
crimination, as far as they were concerned. 

Referring to the question of education, Dr. 
Hanna said that the Free State Goyernment 
had been extraordinarily generous in its treat- 
ment of the Protestant Church schools. — In 
those little schools, with their mere handful 
of pupils, it was nearly sg tym to compete 
with the great Roman Catholic organisations, 
which were well managed and well run. The 
Roman Catholic children were better 
educated, and consequently better equipped 
to influence employers. 

Concluding, the Doctor appealed to his 
Ehm for liberal support for Home Mission 
unds.

Friends of Germany throughout the 
world will grieve at a decision which is 
as ill-advised as it is dangerous.

The Nazi Govern- 
ment has become more and more insistent 
on what it claims to be.its rights at 
Geneva and elsewhere; there has been an 
undoubted revival of the military spirit, 
and, rightly or wrongly, the French have 
become convinced that, if Germany should 
be given an inch, she would take an ell. 
Consequently, when the Germans demanded 
‘*‘ prototype ” weapons, the French, who 
were supported by Britain and the other 
Powers at Geneva, declared that the time 
was not yet ripe for such concessions. They 
proposed that there should be a five years’ 
period, during which no re-armament 
would be permitted, but that Germany 
should be allowed to make certain changes 
in the organisation of the Reichswehr 
which would result in the doubling of its 
numbers, subject to a fairly strict system 
of international control.

President Roosevelt’s Trials. 

When President Roosevelt announced 
his plans for ‘‘ national recovery ’’ many 
keen observers detected in them a lack cf 
balance, which, in their view, might 
destroy the whole scheme. In no other 
country are the dice so heavily loaded 
against organised labour as in the United 
States. Since she took her place among the 


industrialised nations her employers have 


been autocrats; they have dismissed men 
as they pleased; they have paid them as 
they pleased, and they have brooked no 


interference. President Roosevelt struck 


at these privileges, as he struck at so many 
of the most cherished American traditions, 


and the blow is rebounding on himself. 


One of the first effects of the National 


Recovery Act was to provoke the trade | 


unions to an unprecedented display cf 
‘‘ wppishness,’’ They began immediately 
to assert themselves and to quarrel with the 
employers, some of whom, like Mr. Henry 
Ford, took up the challenge with vigour. 
Within the last month or two the progress 
of the recovery plan has been marred by 
a succession of serious strikes. The steel 
and coal industries have not been free of 
grave disturbances since the process of 
national- recovery began; martial law 
prevails in the great coal districts of 
Indiana ; Federal troops are in occupation 
to keep the peace, and a ten o’clock curfew 
has been declared. The conditions in 
many other parts of the country are little 
less serious. Last Friday 3,000 strikers 
were parading in the streets of New York ; 
a riot began, and the mounted police were 
ordered to charge. Many people were 
injured, and over sixty arrests were made 
before calm was restored. During some 
weeks, according to official estimates, the 
number of people on strike actually has 
exceeded the number re-employed under 
the National Recovery Act, and at any 
time between 200,000 and 300,000 men 
are out of work as a result of strikes. 
We fear that the rancour which labour 
directs to-day against the employers will 
be turned soon against the Government, 
and then President Roosevelt will find 
himself between the devil and the deep 
sea; for the capitalists hate him already. 
These strikes are proving themselves fatal 
to the success of his plan. Nothing is so 
certain to shatter the atmosphere cf 
“ ballyhoo ” on which he relies largely 
for the maintenance of public enthusiasm. 


Country and People. 


Within a short time, as all of us hope, 
the Free State Government’s new Planning 
Bill will put an end to vandalistic 
encroachments upon the beauty of the 
countryside. It will succeed only if it is 
administered with wisdom and taste on the 
part of local authorities, and—a condition 
of the highest importance—if the people of 
the Free State, rich and poor, are willing 
to act in sympathy with its ideals. Last 
Friday’s session of the conference. of the 
Council for the Preservation of Rural 
England was devoted to this matter of 
public sympathy and co-operation. Thanks 
largely to the Council’s endeavours, 
English children from the country districts 
are being taught to take pride in the loveli- 
ness of their neighbourhood, and to do all 
in their power for its maintenance. Such 
help will be invaluable to the planners of 
the future. We wish that the people—par- 
ticularly the young people—of Ireland were 


being kindled with the same spirit, and we 


hope that a sense and appreciation of rural 
beauty will be bred in the coming genera- 
tions. While the country waits for the 


planners to begin, there is a great deal of 
humble work that might be done, and its 
accomplishment would smooth the path of 


reform. For example, Ireland still is 


defiled by a multitude of unsightly ruins, 
possessing neither beauty nor historic 
interest, and suggestive of nothing more 


than squalor and decay. - Where these 


are set on private lands, the owners of the. 


land could remove them with small 


trouble; where they are on public lands, 


their destruction could give a little employ- 


ment. Furthermore, there are hundreds 
of ugly and rusted advertisements in every 


rural area, many of which proclaim the 


virtues of goods that perished with our 
great-grandfathers. These atrocities could 
be removed after inquiry into the rights of 


the advertisers. To destroy the ugly 
features of our countryside is as necessary 
as to open new and beautiful aspects. 


Fishery Protection. 
It is not generally known that a special 


branch of the Royal Navy keeps watch and 


ward over the sea fishing industry of 
Great Britain. It is called the Fishery 
Protection Flotilla, and embodies, says 
the Naval Correspondent of the Morning 
Post, a motley collection of craft, con- 
sisting of two old “ flower ” class sloops, 
five trawlers, and two patrol boats which 
were built during the War as submarine 
chasers. It occupies itself mainly in 
British waters, but often is compelled to 
look after the interests of trawlers in 
regions as remote as Iceland and the 
Faroes ; the Arctic Circle, indeed, is not 
outside the fleet’s sphere of activity. One 
of its duties is to bring assistance to any 
fishing boat, which, through bad weather 
or for other reasons, is in distress. 
Furthermore, it must ensure that all fish- 
ing vessels in British territorial waters 
carry the proper papers, show the proper 
lights at night, and generally comply with 
the regulations. Its principal function, 
however, is the prevention of poaching, 
which is as grave a menace to the liveli- 
hood of British fishermen as it is to that 
of their Irish compeers. Herein, as the 
industry’s frequent complaints reveal, the 
flotilla is not entirely successful. Poach- 
ing, particularly by French and Spanish 
trawlers, is a lucrative business in both 
British and Irish waters. So far as the 
Free State is concerned, no serious effort 
has yet been made to combat the invaders.

In he course of his sermon Dr. McNeice 
said that wherever they Jooked to-day they 
saw forces well ae and active in their 
“opposition to the Church of Christ. There 
had Leen a colossal revolt in the West, One 
great country, professedly Christian until 
1917, was through its Government leading. 
a world-wide campaign against religion. But, 
apart from that apostasy, there were other 
movements East and West which were a 
menace to the Christian faith. Yet, surely 
they who were Christians, believed that they 
who were with them were stronger than they 
who were against them? 

Students from India, China and Japan 
came in thousands to these islands for their 
education. For many of these contact with 
them resulted in disillusionment. It might 
be—he thought it was—that they saw our 
worst side. They saw our slums. Was 
the Chu:ch not strong enough to abolish 
slums? They saw the streets of our great 
cities at night. Was Christian opinion power- 
less to effect a moral cleansing? They dis- 
covered that 30 per cent. of our people lived 
in, or on the edge of, demoralising poverty. 
They became observers of the great inequali- 
tiés in our social life: the extremes of wealth 
and want; and they asked had the Church no 
gospel for society; were the social evils, 
everywhere apparent, consequences of the 
existing industrial system, or were they only 
accidental concomitants? If they were just 
accidental concomitants, should there not be 
a great reform movement; if they were in- 
evitable consequences, could revolution be 
long averted ? 


WAR AND PEACE. 


And then there was before their eyes the 
Western way of dealing with the problems 


| of war and peace. What a puzzle this must 


be to them! Their assumption that the 
West was Christian added to their per- 
plexity. They did not as a rule take into 
consideration the fact that Christianity was 
not yet wholly in possession, even in the 
West. In some countries there was more 
Christianity than in others; in not one had 
a stage been reached where the majority 
were so genuinely Christian that they were 
able to »versuade the Government of their 
country to make Christian principles the 
basis of their politics. The peoples of the 
West were not Christian nations in that 
sense; and because they did not possess the 
Christian character they could not behave 
as though they did. When that character 
was not possessed, then some methods lower 
than the highest methods had to be em- 
ployed, and the nations partially Christian 
were compelled, or thought they were, to 
make plans for security and prosperity, as 
they would if they were kingdoms of the 
world. . They appeared to critics from -the 
East as persons trying to live in two worlds 
and by different principles. As individuals 
they were trying to be Christians, while cor- 
porately their standards did not differ from 
the standards of the world. : 

We, probably knowing better the actual 
circumstances, might feel that, in spite of 
the apparent dualism, we are slowiy, but 
surely, advancing towards a higher and more 
Christian order. But they saw in our 
dualism inconsistency and hypocrisy. 


CHRISTIAN FAITH. 


Moreover, there was a side to the whole 
problem that they scarcely considered at ull 
it was the absence of Christian faith that 
accounted for the slow progress made up to 
now. Wherever faith demanded the removal 
of mountains the mountains disappeared. The 
Wilberforce commemorations furnished them 
with an illuminating illustration in the aboli- 
tion of slavery one hundred years ago. 

There remained vast tracts where but little 
advance had been made, but in every one 
of them there had been some advance, and 
that advance was prophetic. Already there 
had been some approximation ; later on there 
must be far greater approximation towards a 
truly Christian order, If they concentrated 
their attention on one set of facts they should 
give way to depression; if they seriously 
studied another set of facts they should find 
in them much to fill them with new hope. 
The failcre and the slowness had resulted 
from the unwillingness to take Christ 
seriously. Everywhere advance would have 
been greater and more rapid if those who 
bore Christ’s@ name followed Him more 
closely, and loved Him and one another 
more genuinely. 

In the Far East, as well as in the English- 
speaking communities, there were increasing 
numbers who believed that fulness of life, 
whether for the individual or the community, 
resulted from union with Christ. 1n India 
the Christian religion was the ideal towards 
which the other religions were moving. . The 
Church’s success in that great country was 
not to be estimated by the number of 
baptised Christians, though that number was 
large. Success was also to be measured by 
the fact, that the Christian religion was 
affecting the life of non-Christian India. And 
if they went further East their surprise would 
be, not that the results had been small, but 
that so many and splendid things had been 
attempted and achieved. There, as in 
other countries, the battle was set, Russian 
Communist missionaries had been there 
recommending their gospel—an economic 
order harnessed to atheism. Their emissaries, 
some sixty trained men, filled with zeal, with 
a burning hatred of God, controlled for the 
time 13,000 Japanese students. Seemingly 
the Communist offensive had been checked 
in Japan in some measure, but it might only 
be for a short time. There was a big central 
population in Japan; there were millions not 
yet Communist, not yet Christian, and there 
were tremendous possibilities. There was 
hope in the knowledge that one of the 
greatest men now living, Kafawa, was work- 
ing with the faith and zeal of an apostle for 
the winning of Japan for Christ. The slogan 
of the Kingdom of God movement in Japan 
was that ‘‘ politics, education, industry, 
bhur Cás san must, be brought under God's 
control,

And what of China? - Many Christians in 
the West were downhearted as they thought 
of the Church in China, but their bishops and 
clergy there were rot downhearted. They 
knew that there were many adversaries. but 
they knew something else as well. They 
knew that those who were with them were 
stronger than those who were against them.

Among these were the King, 
the Prime Minister, and the other mem- 
bers of the Cabinet. At the moment 
everybody is asking what will happen, but 
without any idea of an answer. It is 
thought in official circles that Signor 
Mussolini may take a hand in the game, 
as it has been recognised for some time 
past that he is in a position to play a 
trump card if circumtances should call for 
it. Great Britain, France and the United 
States can do little for the moment, but it 
is within Italy’s power to start negotia- 
tions which may bring Germany back to 
Geneva. It is reported from Geneva that 
there is talk of possible threats of war to 
coerce Germany, but that is a step which 
will find no support from Great Britain. 


_Every effort will be made to re-open 


negotiations, even though Herr Hitler ma» 
refuse to take part in them until he has 
had the verdict of the German people at a 
general election. It is almost needless to 
say what that verdict will be. 


A Black Sea Pact. 


There has been considerable political 
activity in mid-European centres recently, 
as a result of which important changes 
in the Balkans are possible. Com- 
munications between the capitals and 
personal visits by representatives of 
the various Governments are con- 
tinuing, and a meeting of the three 
Kings of Rumania, Bulgaria and Yugo- 
Slavia is to take place. A new Black Sea 
pact is being negotiated, which, it is 
hoped, will include not only the countries 
bordering on the Black Sea, but those 
concerned in the trade routes connecting 
with it. It is considered certain that 
there will be new commercial treaties and 
non-aggression pacts, but the number of 
countries involved remains indefinite, 
though at least three countries appear 
from present advices to be intent on a 
Fa whether they are joined by others or 
not. 


The “Samael Liberals.’’ 


There is a revival of the rumour that, 
when Parliament reassembles the Samuel 
Liberals will decide to cross the floor of 
the House of Commons and to take refuge 
on the Opposition benches. No confirma- 
tion of this story could be gained yester- 
day, but it is known that the Liberals in 
the constituencies are deeply dissatisfied 
with the position taken by their parlia- 
mentary representatives, and desire a 
strong opposition to many of the Govern- 
ment’s proposals. It may be that Sir 
Herbert Samuel appreciates the danger 
that such action would entail to the party, 
few, if any, of whose members would have 
been in Parliament at all save for National 
Government votes Conservative and 
Labour adherents cast for them at the 
moment when Liberalism alone would have 
stood no chance whatever. It is doubtful, 
however, whether this view will appeal to 
some of his followers, several of whom have 
shown a strong desire to sit on the Opposi- 
tion benches. 


Dominion Defences. 


News has been received during the 
week’s end that the Australian Navy, 
which suffered a severe reduction during 
the economic crisis of a year or so ago, is 
to be reorganised and augmented. At the 
same time Mr. Forbes, the Prime Minister 
of New Zealand, announces that definite 
conclusions have been reached with regard 
to the strengthening of his country’s de- 
fences, and that for the present there will 
be concentration on the air force, which 
will be increased in machines and _ per- 
sonnel. Both the Dominions will develop 
their air forces, and there will be an inter- 
change of personnel, so that Australian 
pilots will serve for a time in New 
Zealand, and vice versa. The question of 
naval defence will be the subject of dis- 
cussions with the Admiralty here, and not 
only will the number of vessels be in- 
creased, but they will be far more power- 
ful than those of the present force. :

TEAM WORK SHATTERED. 
“The United States is seriously dis- 


appointed and deeply, regretful at the 


development,” stated Mr. Cordell Hull, 
the United States Secretary of State, on 
learning of Germany’s decision. 

“It impedes the whole movement for 
disarmament,’’ he continued. ‘‘ The 
United States has long striven towards a 
reduction in the world’s armaments, and 
sought to foster the team spirit in diplo- 
matic exchanges. This team work has now 
been shattered by the German move.” 

The United States will, however, stand 
firmly with its Great War allies in opposi 
tion to German re-armament and in 
support of the arms reduction plan, 
according to the interpretation by the 
State Department of the statement of 
policy read by Mr. Norman Davis at a 
private session of the conference at 
Geneva. 

Individual Americans are loud in their 
denunciation of Germany’s action. Senator 
William King, for instance, the well- 
known Democrat, declares that the 
German Chancellor’s conduct is that “‘ of 
a madman, or one possessed by inordinate 
ambition, reckless of consequences.’’ He 
added that Herr Hitler knew that if 
Germany ceased her belligerent attitude 
and vociferous threats, all nations would 
have reduced their armaments, and he 
urged the world Powers to band together 
to protect themselves from “ Germany’s 
evident purposé to challenge the peace of 
the world.”’ 

Visions of 1914 and the opinion that 
Germany is once again impairing the 
yeace of Europe is the keynote of American 
Press comment on the situation. 

The Philadelphia Public Ledger says: 
Those who remembered 1914 will realise 
the seriousness of the situation. It is the 
Germany of those days which has spoken 
again with an unmistakable accent.” 

The Washington Post says that Ger- 
many s action, coupled with that of Japan, 
may sound the death knell of the League 
of Nations as an instrument of world 
eace.

AUSTRIA RELIEVED AT 
NAZI DIVERSION. 


While a certain amount of sympathy for 
Germany is shown in the comments of the 
_Austrian newspapers, the general impres- 
sion in Vienna is one of relief, the feeling 
being that Germany will now have her 
hands sv full elsewhere that she will no 
longer be able to bother about the conquest 
of Austria. 

The Leichpost says: “ The long drawn- 
out and futile discussions in Geneva have 
aroused increasing bitterness in Germany 
and the increasing conviction that she 
would never obtain satisfaction of her just 
demands. But Germany gains nothing by 
leaving the League, and loses the chance of 
exercising influence in international 
opinion in questions like that of the 
minorities.’’ 

Fhe Socialist paper Der Tag, which 
reflects Czech opinion, compares yesterday 
with the day of the Sarajevo assassination, 
and says that Hitler has thrown the 
gauntlet to the whole civilised world.

tENEVA, Sunday, 


The Great Powers and Dr. Benes, the 
gapporteur, and M. Politis, the Vice- 
President of the Disarmament Conference, 
met in the room of Mr. Henderson to-day 
to consider the reply to be given to the 
telegram of Baron von Neurath, in which 
he virtaully accuses the Powers of not 
having fulfilled their pledge to disarm. 

Mr. Henderson so far has only sent a 
formal acknowledgment, but it is obvious 
that this letter calls for a more pointed 
rejoinder.

The feeling grew more 
strongly in favour of complete adjourn- 
ment. The Americans, in particular, now 
incline to fhat view, because they felt 
that, as a result of the German action, 
the problem had become more a European 
one. 

The Committee was apparently not will- 
ing to make a cut-and-dried recommenda- 
tion, but compromised on a suggestion for 
a brief adjournment to enable delegates to 
consult their Governments as to their 
future course of activities. 

Consequently, Mr. Henderson will to- 
' morrow recommend that_the General Com- 
mission adjourn for a brief period—a week 
is mentioned—to enable Governments to 
take stock of the situation created by the 
retirement of Germany. 

The meeting also agreed upon the terms 
of the letter to be sent to Baron von 
Neurath. Mr. Henderson will submit a 
draft to the General Commission to- 
morrow afternoon, and it will probably 
be adopted without modification.

Believing in the treaty faith ot its 
former war opponents, the German people 
carried out the treaties with absolutely 
fanatical loyalty. The German people 
had a right to expect that the rest of the 
world would fulfil its promises in the 
same way that the German people, under 
incredible sacrifices and in the sweat of 
its labours, had fulfilled its promises.
